A CHRISTMAS war of 
nerves has been going on 
between shoppers and 
traders. 

Hundreds of people have 
been out in Weymouth 
town centre searching for 
seasonal gifts but there 
were no signs of a buying 
bonanza until this week as 


shoppers held out for last 
minute bargains or sales. 

Weymouth and Portland 
Chamber of Commerce 
president Nigel Reed said: 
“The main theme seems to 
be that people are shop¬ 
ping later, but signs are 


promising because there 
are a lot of people out 
there on the streets. 

“What I would say is that 
it seems to be a question of 
who breaks first. 

“Do people in search of 
bargains risk shopping 


very close to Christmas 
when there are crowds and 
they might not get what 
they want or do retailers 
crack and offer those early 
bargains to try and tempt 
shoppers in through their 
doors? 

“If shoppers get what 
they want then all well and 
good, but it does mean that 
crowds will be even heav¬ 
ier over the next two days 
for the final run in to 
Christmas.” 

Fiona Penny of Sunflow¬ 
ers in St Thomas Street 
agreed and said: “People 
have been shopping later 
but they have really started 


to come in now although it 
is still not as good as it has 
been in previous years. 

“We have many orders 
going out this week and 
we hope to sell out on 
Christmas Eve because 
there is always a last 
minute rush.” 

Toymaster manager 
Peter Healey said: “We 
have been very busy with 
people reserving toys ear¬ 
lier than ever before. 

“Our only problem was 
that we didn’t have any 
sledges to sell last week... 
because our supplier was 
snowed in! We hope to get 
some this week.” 

Graham Bentley, who 
owns and runs the La Luna 
gift shop in St Mary Street 
said: “People have been 
browsing rather than buy¬ 
ing but the Christmas rush 
started this week and we 
are really expecting a lot 
of shoppers in over the last 
days before Christmas. 

“People seem to want the 
more high quality expen¬ 
sive gifts and they are pre¬ 
pared to pay to get them.” 

Dennis Spurr of the 
nearby Fantastic Sausage 
Factory said he was having 
a record Christmas with 
more than 1,500 turkeys, 
ducks, beef and ham joints 
sold as well as more than 
10,000 chipolata sausages. 

He said: “I have never

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New ferry service economy boost 


UP to 90 new jobs could be created by a 
new high speed passenger-car ferry serv¬ 
ice from Portland to the French port of 
Cherbourg. 

Initial groundwork is being tackled to 
set up the service which would operate 
from Portland Port through a new com¬ 
pany which is exploring the ferry idea 
under the badge of HighSpeedFerries. 

Director Jonathan Packer said the serv¬ 
ice would create a substantial number of 
new jobs for Portland and increased local 
spend from passengers and support serv¬ 
ices. 

He added: “There could be 20 shore 
staff and 50-70 sea staff per vessel, ini¬ 


tially starting with one vessel. 

“We want the emphasis to be on a local 
operation run by professionals who know 
the business and we are looking to recruit 
locally. 

“I personally would like it to start in 
2012 ahead of the Olympics, but that will 
depend on getting everything together. 

“I am a director of Portland Port and I 
have always seen the possibility of a new 
ferry service, so I decided to put one to¬ 
gether. 

“Portland offers the fastest crossing to 
France on the Western Channel and 
HighSpeedFerries could get people direct 
to France in two hours with a service run¬ 


ning two or three times a day in season. 

“These are early days, but this could be 
a very exciting development for the 
South West as a whole. 

“It would considerably reduce journey 
times and road distances for our target 
markets compared to the Dover-Calais 
crossing.” 

He added that HighSpeedFerries had 
spoken to Weymouth and Portland coun¬ 
cil to inform them of the plans. 

The company is also consulting with 
Dorset County Council and other statu¬ 
tory bodies as well as working with the 
Port of Cherbourg and the Normandy 
Ports Authority to agree operating 


arrangements and schedules. 

Traffic flows would be well within 
those stipulated by Portland Port’s origi¬ 
nal Harbour Revision Order while sailing 
times will crucially ensure that passenger 
car traffic is outside peak hours. 

Mr Packer said: “The Western Channel 
has lost traffic to Dover, but people are 
starting to get fed up with all the travel¬ 
ling and our new fast crossing will offer 
people a different choice in the West 
Country market.” 

HighSpeedFerries also said that its pro¬ 
posed new service would not be in com¬ 
petition with Condor’s Channel Islands 
services from Weymouth. 



SHOCK OVER COASTGUARD CLOSURE 


DORSET has been stunned by a Government decision 
to close Portland coastguard station. 

South Dorset MP Richard Drax confirmed that “sadly 
the axe has fallen” and he immediately met privately 
with local coastguard representatives. 

Up to 28 jobs will go in the administrative centre off 
Commercial Road in Weymouth which is facing closure 
between 2013-2015. 

Portland is one of ten UK stations to be scrapped after 
it was not chosen as one of five sub-centres to back up 
several 24-hour main “super” centres including 
Southampton-Portsmouth. 

Mr Drax told the View from Weymouth and Portland 
that he would be holding talks locally and nationally 
about the situation into the New Year and he said: “I am 
very disappointed. 

“I don’t like super centres. Local people don’t get paid 
much but they do the job because they love it.” 

He felt the closure of Portland would threaten that “lo¬ 
cality” but he added: “However, we do have large 
money problems and we are having to take some very 
tough decisions because of the situation we have inher¬ 
ited.” 

Mr Drax said the jobs of front line personnel such as 
rescue teams and the RNLI were unaffected while the 
coastguard rescue helicopter was not included in clo¬ 
sure proposals but was under review although there was 
no Government comment on its future. 

He added: “We are now into a 14-week consultation 
period.” 

Weymouth and Portland councillor Mike Goodman, 
who as a Commander used to be second in command 
at HMS Osprey, Portland, was also saddened at the 
news. 

He said: “It will be essential that whichever remaining 
stations take over control of this area that they have 
local knowledge so that if an emergency occurs, say at 
White Nothe, that they actually know where that is. 

“I believe that this is a particularly busy section of 
coast used by a lot of amateurs which heightens risk in 
the area. 

“It is therefore essential to retain our coastguard hel¬ 
icopter and front line rescue staff not least our inshore

and all weather lifeboats.” 

Weymouth and Portland harbour spokesman Council¬ 
lor Peter Chapman said: “My immediate thoughts are 
with the staff and their families. 

“To lose this many jobs will have an impact on the 
local economy and potentially on local sea safety. It will 
depend on how robust the new operating system is.”

BLIZZARD conditions brought 
chaos to Dorset and caused nearly 
100 road accidents. 

Dozens of schools closed and 
Dorset County Council mobilized 
its fleet of salting vehicles to tackle 
its 680 miles of key roads. 

Weymouth was virtually cut off 
as drivers faced nightmare jour¬ 
neys over Ridgeway and there was 
heavy snow from Lyme Regis to 
Dorchester yet Swanage was virtu¬ 
ally untouched. 

Dorset Police described condi¬ 
tions as “absolutely treacherous” 
and said one of the worst affected 
areas was Weymouth. 

A spokesman said: “Sheet ice 
was a real problem for drivers and 
there were accidents everywhere. 

“One in Weymouth closed Radi- 
pole Lane for a while when a num¬ 
ber of cars collided with each 
other. 

“We have had more than 80 acci¬ 
dents reported to us and more are 
coming in.” 

Some roads in Weymouth and 
Portland were impassable, particu- 
lary those with any form of steep 
slope, while drivers unable to cope 
with the icy hell were reported to 
have slid off roads in the Southill 
area on to verges or even into gar¬ 
dens. 

Radipole Park Drive was also 


blocked for a time because of a car 
accident. 

Motorists took up to two and a 
half hours to get from Dorchester 
Football Club to Ridgeway while 
one motorist said it had taken 80 
minutes to get from Dorchester 
Road near the Old Ship Inn barely 
300 yards up to the Ridgeway hair¬ 
pin. 


Conditions were so bad that Port¬ 
land Coastguard had to send some 
staff home early while others faced 
extended duty because their relief 
was stuck in huge traffic jams 
caused by the conditions. 

Bus services were disrupted with 
many people forced to walk home 
but rail services coped well and 
there were only slight delays. 


Police crackdown leads to 44 arrests 

DRINK drivers in Dorset could be facing Christmas behind bars - 
that's the warning from police following the first fortnight of their 
festive crackdown. 

The warning comes with the news that 44 people have already 
been arrested across the county due to the force's annual Christmas 
drink and drug driving campaign. 

There have been increased traffic patrols, as well as roadside checks 
since the campaign started on December 1st - and these will con¬ 
tinue until its conclusion on New Year's Day. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols, Head of Dorset Police's Traffic Unit, 
said: "The next two weeks will see Christmas party season in full flow 
with lots of people out celebrating and enjoying themselves. 

"We are carrying out additional patrols throughout the Christmas 
period and - as the 44 people we've already arrested would know - 
if you do drive while under the influence of alcohol or drugs you will 
be caught by Dorset Police officers and will spend time behind bars. 

The legal consequences of being caught drink driving are exten¬ 
sive. They include a minimum 12-month driving ban, a criminal 
record, up to six months in prison and a fine of up to £5,000.

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Savings identified as council 
faces cut of nearly 17 per cent 


WEYMOUTH and Portland council 
is facing a cut in direct Government 
funding of more than £1.45 million 
over the next two years. 

The authority is going to have to 
cope with a fall in cash support from 
£5.145 million to £4.281 million. 

This breaks down to a grant cut of 
nearly 17 per cent or £864,000 for 

2011- 2012 with a further reduction 
of nearly 14 per cent or £587,000 for 

2012- 2013. 

Councillors and officers have al¬ 
ready been identifying savings over 
the past year to put in place plans to 
meet the shortfall. 

They plan to make savings through 


better procurement, the waste part¬ 
nership and by joint working with 
West Dorset district council which is 
predicted to make a net saving of 
£8.5 million over the next five years. 

Finance spokesman Councillor 
Peter Chapman said: “All local au¬ 
thorities are facing a tough financial 
challenge. 

“Weymouth and Portland council 
has, however, risen to that challenge 
and we are leading the way in re¬ 
shaping how local authorities deliver 
services. 

“Through our merger of staff with 
West Dorset and our partnership and 
joint working across Dorset we are 


identifying the most cost effective 
and efficient ways of providing es¬ 
sential services. 

“In doing so we will keep the im¬ 
pact on residents to a minimum and 
continue to provide the best possible 
value for money for local taxpayers.” 

A set of proposals will be consid¬ 
ered by the council’s management 
committee on January 4 th , 2011 be¬ 
fore a final budget is set by full coun¬ 
cil in February.

Future of the museum assured 
with a new temporary home 


FONG term arrangements for the fu¬ 
ture of Weymouth Museum have 
been agreed together with a new 
temporary home while Brewers 
Quay is being redeveloped. 

The approach, which was thrashed 
out at a meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland management committee, 
will see the ferry terminal cafe tem¬ 
porarily leased to the museum which 
will also be allowed a small on-site 
cafe. 

Councillor Kate Wheller said that 
running a cafe was “essential for the 
viability of the whole operation” 
while Councillor Roger Allen said 


the whole question of the museum’s 
future was dependent on the Brewers 
Quay redevelopment scheme win¬ 
ning planning permission. 

Members had to comb through two 
reports totalling nearly 60 pages in¬ 
cluding a business plan for relocating 
the museum within the Brewers 
Quay development. 

It will see a new museum charita¬ 
ble trust set up with a “not for profit 
company” limited by guarantee or 
similar to tackle trust commercial 
transactions. 

It would have a board including 
two members to represent the coun¬ 


cil and deal with a new 13,550sq ft 
site with more than 4,000sq ft of 
ground and first floor retail space, all 
on a 25-year Brewers Quay pepper¬ 
corn lease for the council which 
would sub-lease on the same basis to 
the Museum Trust. 

The council would also enter into 
an agreement with the new Museum 
Trust to donate the borough’s Wey¬ 
mouth museum archive collection on 
condition that no items can be sold 
and that the full archive is returned 
to the council if the Trust becomes 
insolvent. 

Weymouth Museum first relocated 
to Brewers Quay in 1989.

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Don't ditch the turkey 
fat down the sink! 

DORSET homeowners are being reminded to carefully 
dispose of left over turkey fat to avoid unexpected plumb¬ 
ing repairs over the festive period. 

Wessex Water dealt with more than 2,000 blockages in 
sewers last year that were caused by fat, oil or grease. 

This gave some residents a costly Christmas when they 
were faced with unexpected repair bills where blockages 
occurred in private sewers and drains. 

Wessex wants its 2.6 million customers not to pour 
turkey fat down the sink which could ultimately lead to 
flooding. 

Waste treatment head Nick Stone said: “Last year we 
dealt with more than 6,500 blockages across our region 
and a third of these were caused by fat, oil or grease. 
“Blockages seriously affect the performance of sewers 
designed to remove waste water from homes and busi¬ 
nesses and can result in flooding inside properties causing 
extensive damage or external flooding that could lead to 
pollution of watercourses. 

“Our advice is to never pour fat, oil or grease down the 
sink, but instead carefully dispose of it with your house¬ 
hold rubbish.” 

Hot fats, which cool quickly and solidify in drains and 
sewers, along with other disposable items cause around 
75 per cent of blockages in sewers throughout the coun¬ 
try. 

Wessex said this was a particular problem at Christmas 
when it is estimated that 25 per cent more fat ends up in 
drains and sewers. 

Restaurants, pubs, cafes and fast food outlets were also 
urged to deal with fat, oil and grease responsibly. 
Mr Stone said: “Commercial outlets should have grease 
traps installed and regularly maintained or where appro¬ 
priate have biological dosing systems.” 

Wessex Water advised homeowners to let fat, oil and 
grease cool before pouring into an old container and 
safely disposing with household rubbish. 
People are also being urged to scrape or wipe plates, pans 
and utensils to remove food and grease before washing 
and put scrapings and waste food into food recycling bins 
which many local authorities now provide.

Community centre 
given five-year lease 

WYKE Regis Community Centre in Weymouth is fac¬ 
ing an annual rental bill of £9,000 but it will only have 
to pay £5. 

Councillors awarded the centre a five-year lease 
but, with a council grant of £8,995 to subsidise their 
tenant for almost the full amount provided each year, 
the property was kept available for use by all sections 
of the community. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland manage¬ 
ment committee also made the grant conditional on 
an annual report and annual equality monitoring de¬ 
tailing the uses of the centre. 

Councillor Peter Chapman liked the idea and said 
it was "a good way forward" for other council assets 
while Councillor Kate Wheller said: "There is a very 
broad centre use at the moment, but I think it is ex¬ 
cellent that we get some sort of report saying how it 
is used." 

Members were told that the land on which the 
building stands was let in 1981 to the trustees of the 
centre for 28 years at a rent of £5 per annum with a 
covenant that the centre had to be built within five 
years. 

The building project succeeded and was funded 
entirely through members'efforts and fundraising. 

It now hosts toddler group sessions, a baby clinic 
and overall facilities which are used by up to 500 
people per week.The centre has also raised more 
than £10,000 in donations for local charities over the 
last 14 years.

1 | Robert Plant 

Following on from the acclaimed Led Zep reunion and collaboration with Alison 
Krauss in 2007, Plant decided to go his own way again in 2010. He returned with 
an album that invoked the name of the psychedelic blues band he fronted be¬ 
fore Zeppelin, full of bounding energy and bursting with unexpected eclecti¬ 
cism. The opening gambit is the terrific reworking of Los Lobos' 50s stomper, 
'Angel Dance.' Other highlights include his take on 60s dance floor filler, 'You 
Can't Buy My Love,'and the foreboding 30s gospel number/Satan, Your Kingdom 
Must Come Down.'His new band, complete with Patty Griffin's beautifully wistful 
vocals and Buddy Miller's country-tinged guitar, stamp their mark on the album's 
sound - my highlight of the year. 

2 | Neil Young 

It takes a brave man to put out an album these days that features little more 
than a voice and an electric guitar, albeit one cranked to the max. And although 
two of the album's tracks ('Love And War' and 'Peaceful Valley Boulevard') are 
plaintive, acoustic numbers - that do break up the sonic barrage - the majority 
of the record is a full-on, ear bashing assault. Never less than both gripping and 
honest, it's proof Young is still an artist to be reckoned with. 

3 | Ellie Goulding 

A generation or so ago someone like Ellie Goulding would have recorded a more 
traditional sounding debut album. She ticks all the right boxes as a singer-song¬ 
writer, but takes things to the next level by fusing these talents with a rather 
more modern sound -folktronica, if you will. Genuinely great songs that may be 
all glossy and pop on the outside but aren't at all superficial. They have heart 
and soul; strip them down, remove the blips and bleeps - they sound just as 
good with nothing but guitar and voice. 


On first listen, you'd be forgiven if you thought that this record is a long lost 
psychedelic classic, recorded on the West Coast in the late Sixties. You'd be right 
on one count - the bit about the West Coast - but this record doesn't come from 
the sunny shores of California, but Perth, Western Australia. Now Perth may be 
one of the most isolated cities on the planet, but surely it's heard some new 
sounds over the 40-odd years since Cream and Hendrix ruled the airwaves? Still, 
if it leads to records like this - who cares? 


si Rumer 

Singer-songwriter Sarah Joyce has been trying to get noticed for some years, in 
many different musical genres. But at last she's found her true voice - and what 
a voice - under the guise of Rumer. Reminiscent of the pure, soft tones of Karen 
Carpenter - surely a marker for any female vocalist of this ilk - Rumer's vocals 
take her already effective, delicate songs to another level. 

61 Laura Marling 

Laura Marling has been a darling of the so called "nu-folk" scene for what feel 
likes an eternity. Her music is often painted with the miserablism brush but this 
record does offer the odd moments of optimism. However, few would disagree 
that Marling is at her most compelling when writing from a dark place. Songs 
like 'Hope In The Air' can't fail to get under one's skin or make you wonder how 
someone so young (Marling isn't yet 21) can write songs so mature and elo¬ 
quent. 

Manic Street Preachers 

One last shot at mass communication. That's how the Manics summed up their 
manifesto for this, their tenth album. In the Britpop crazed mid to late Nineties, 
the Manics were more than mainstream, but their recent albums have seen a re¬ 
turn to a more edgier sound. They never lost their intellectual fire or the need 
to treat their music as a cause; making the sort of album they wanted to and not 
what some record label exec wanted was always going to be policy number one. 
So, what have Manics circa 2010 some up with? How about an album with the 
integrity of anything they're ever recorded but also the lush strings, harmonies 
and melodies of their most accessible work. And as for "mass communication," 
I guess touting the album on Strictly Come Dancing means they've achieved 
that? 

8 | -Paul Weller 


After 2008's undoubted attempt at creating his own 'White Album', it was any¬ 
one's guess in which direction the Modfather would head next.Turned out, next 
on the agenda was a dose of angst-driven 21 st century punk that sounds as 
angry as anything he ranted with The Jam 30-odd years ago. And if it's hardly a 
surprise that Mr Weller isn't too content with modern life, the fact he's allowed 
the more avant-garde elements of this album's predecessor to slip through is. 
What on first listen may sound a more conventional Weller record has enough 
moments to prove he is still innovator and never one to rest on his laurels. 

91 Hurts 

Synth pop duos may sound a little too 1981, but Hurts don't care if their look - 
and sound - scares off the too cool for school indie kid types. They have the 
tunes. And that's all that matters. They embrace the whole pop ethos to a mas¬ 
sive degree.They have huge ambition and even persuaded Kylie to sing on this, 
their debut offering. Rise above the obvious insults - wet look hair and a song 
that gushes about Verona in much the same way Ultravox did about Vienna - 
and soak up these widescreen, unashamedly pop, pop songs. 

10 | Bryan Ferry 

It's been a while since Roxy Music made an album (1982 to be precise) and it 
seems Bryan Ferry still doesn't quite have the nerve to slap that name on the 
front of a new record. Olympia so easily could have been that LP. Roxy have been 
touring again for the last ten years and this new release does features two mem¬ 
bers of the line-up. But instead of a tight group effort it boasts a string of big 
name guest stars - including Pink Floyd's David Gilmour, Jonny Greenwood of 
Radiohead, Red Hot Chili Peppers' Flea, and even old Roxy bandmate, Brian Eno 
- and makes this list for maybe nothing more than not imploding under the 
weight of expectation. Perhaps a little too much effort from Ferry to sound, well, 
effortless here. But there are some classic moments and, something tells me, 
this is the closest we'll ever get to that new Roxy album. 


Morecombelake Art

THIS year as a change, Morcombelake Art Group, instead of holding their annual art exhibition in August at the local hall, has been 
showing members'work at the Courtyard Gallery, Town Mill, Lyme Regis during the run up to Christmas, and the display will continue 
until Monday, January 3rd 2011. The exhibition will 
be open from 11 am to 4pm Tuesday to Sunday and 
Bank Holidays, except for Christmas Day and Boxing 
Day. 

The theme, with Christmas gifts in mind, will be Af¬

Bridport has had its own local pantomime 
for nearly fifty years since Bernhard Gale

^ FRANKINCENSE is a sweet smelling gum resin derived 
from certain Boswellia trees which, at the time of Christ, 
grew in Arabia, India, and Ethiopia. Tradition says that it 
was presented to the Christ Child by Balthasar, the black 
king from Ethiopia or Saba. The frankincense trade was at 
its height during the days of the Roman Empire. At that 
time this resin was considered as valuable as gems or pre¬ 
cious metals. The Romans burned frankincense on their al¬ 
tars and at cremations.

Y OUR menu for the big day on De¬ 
cember 25th has probably long been 
decided upon but what of that fa¬ 
mous Boxing Day staple - Christmas dinner 
remnants. When I t'was a lad, the clean up 
operation would begin on tea time of the 
25th and would involve cold sprouts and 
mayonnaise. I shudder at the thought now. 
So if by the time you sit down in front of 
Her Majesty you are wondering just how 
much turkey the cat will put up with, then 
here are some ideas for you. 

Let's start with the beast that takes centre 
stage of most Christmas day tables. Turkey 
is a wonderful meat, and seriously under¬ 
used most of the year. Its size means you 
can find yourself with a lot of good, lean 
breast, while the contrast between the 
light and dark can provide interest and tex¬ 
ture when used in other dishes. An out¬ 
standing use for the relics is to use it in a 
pie, preferably with ham - which many 
people also have around.

A pie is an excellent thing to sit in the 
fridge in the Christmas/New Year week to 
feed guests. Once made, it is quick, easy, 
impressive even. Simply make plenty of 
shortcrust pastry (or even buy), and use in 
to line a deep dish and then bake blind. 
Meanwhile, make a thick Bechamel sauce 
and season with plenty of tasty herbs and 
spices. Add to it your cold turkey and ham, 
ensuring that it's not too wet so the mix¬ 
ture holds when you cut the pie. Now sim¬ 
ply top with more pastry and bake.

MID-SEASON REVIEW 

PREMIER DIVISION 

(Reigning Champions: Lyme Regis) 

LYME Regis will not be giving up their 
grip on the Premier Division title with¬ 
out a fight. 

But as it stands South Petherton, still 
with a 100 per cent record, are in the 
driving seat. The return of striker Rich 
Hedditch from Westland Sports will only 
add to their chances of landing the 
championship for the fourth time in six 
seasons. 

But Lyme (who have yet to play a 
home league game), Beaminster, Mer- 
riott Rovers and IlminsterTown Reserves 
are all currently in a position to mount a 
title challenge. 

Strangely to'big five'have only met on 
three occasions so far. Beaminster beat 
Lyme Regis 1 -0 at the Memorial Ground 
but went down 2-1 at South Petherton's 
Lightgate Lane whilst Merriott Rovers 
hammered llminster Reserves 6-0. 

So with so many crucial matches still 
to be played it could still be the most 
open title races for many years despite 
Pethy's apparent domination. 

At the other end of the table both 
Combe Reserves and West & Middle 
Chinnock have yet to register a win this 
season and are favourites for the drop. 
The Chinnock's first appearance in the 
top flight has been hit by the loss of 
strikers Mark Cawley and Ian Masters 
who have both moved on to Castle Cary 
and IlminsterTown respectively. 

With four teams Combe have a large 
squad and this alone could still see new 
player-manager Ashley Fussell and his 
side mount a bid for safety. 

DIVISION ONE 

(Reigning Champions & promoted: Far¬ 
way United, West & Middle Chinnock) 
DIVISION One looks like being a three- 
way race between Winsham United, 
Crewkerne Town and Millwey Rise - al¬ 
though a consistent run could see 
Netherbury still re-emerge from the 
chasing pack. 

Winsham have still to drop a point and 
have already beaten Netherbury and, 
perhaps crucially Crewkerne Town. The 
Tigers, the division's top scorers, also 
dropped two points at their Henhayes 
home in a 4-4 thriller with Millwey Rise 
who showed their battling qualities to 
come back from 3-0 down. 

At the foot of the table the appoint¬ 


ment of new manager Tommy O'Hare 
has coincided with Thorncombe edging 
out of the bottom two. 

Charmouth looked doomed, and a 
further drop to division two will do their 
rebuilding plans no harm at all. The 
Robins look set to be accompanied one 
from Lyme Regis Reserves, llminster 
Colts, Norton Athletic or even Thorn¬ 
combe if their recovery stalls. 

DIVISION TWO 

(Reigning Champions & promoted: Mill¬ 
wey Rise, Norton Athletic) 

BEAMINSTER, bidding for an unheralded 
treble along with the Tommy Tabberer 
and Jack Venn Cups, appear to be 
nailed-on division two Champions. 

The free-scoring Rainbows, have al¬ 
ready banged-in five or more on five oc¬ 
casions in their quest for a third Division 
Two champonship (others in 77-78 and 
87-88). Unbeaten Shepton Beauchamp 
best placed amongst the chasing pack 
but don't write off Hinton or Crewkerne 
Rangers. 

Meanwhile three defeats in four 
games looks to have scuppered Uplyme 
hopes of a return to Division One after 
an absence of four seasons. 

The relegation issue seems to be set¬ 
tled already with Chard Rangers and 
Forton Rangers Reserves both playing 
division three football come next Sep¬ 
tember.

HEAVY snow has once again thrown the national 
hunt programme into chaos with Boxing Day racing, 
one of the highlights of the calendar in doubt follow¬ 
ing further heavy downfalls at the beginning of the 
week writes Stuart Broom. 

However things are looking brighter for Bob Buck¬ 
ler's stable despite still not being able to find that 
winner that will break their current poor run. 

Mizzurka who produced some exhilarating runs in 
bumpers last season to earn herself the much cov¬ 
eted'blacktype'which enhances her breeding value 
considerably, made her debut over fences and fin¬ 
ished a very creditable fourth behind two highly re¬ 
garded horses in the Happy Christmas Mares' 
Novices' Hurdle at Exeter last Thursday. 

Ridden by the newly-crowned BBC Sports Person¬ 
ality of the Year and Champion jockey A P McCoy, she 
didn't disgrace herself despite running a bit green. 


"She was a little bit uncertain going over fences for 
the first time, so we dropped her out at the back to 
start with,"said Buckler. 

"She ran well but was up against two very good 
horses in Naughty Naughty and Kim Bailey's Silver 
Gypsy who won it, so fourth was a good result. AP 
who kept her in touch on the inside was delighted 
with her and said she did everything right and will 
come on for the run." 

John's Gift making his debut over fences in the 
Vote A.P. McCoy For BBC Sports Personality Novices' 
Chase on the same card ran what Buckler described 
as'a perfect run'. 

Starting the 66/1 outsider of a field of eight, he 
made a few jumping mistakes to finish sixth. "He 
learned a lot from the race which is the main thing, 
and although he made a few mistakes the race did 
him the power of good." 


Power Lord did well on his track debut, finishing 
fifth in the Free Bets At gg.com Novices' Hurdle at 
Towcester on the same day. 

In very sticky ground the three-year-old ridden by 
Nathan Sweeney allowed the field to get away, but 
got back into it with some good jumping and was 
staying on at the end. 

"It was a promising debut,"said Buckler. "He jumped 
pretty well but for one hurdle and was staying on at 
the end, so we are quite hopeful." 

The testing ground however put paid to Ready Or 
Not, another one making his debut over fences. 
Hampered at the first when he pecked, he started to 
make an impression but eventually the ground con¬ 
ditions got the better of him and he was pulled up 
two from home. 

Mister Matt put in a decent performance at New¬ 
bury in the Powersolve Electronics Greatwood Char¬ 


ity Handicap Chase over 214 miles finishing a not too 
distant eighth. 

"He did OK in a high class race and will come on for 
the run," added Buckler. 

The Henley trainer hoped that racecourses would 
act sensibly about cancelling fixtures over Christmas. 

"Boxing Day is big for all of the tracks that have fix¬ 
tures, but I hope they will be sensible and think of 
everyone in making decisions about calling racing 
off early if there is no prospect. 

"Trainers up and down the country will be working 
hard to prepare horses for the races, and it will be an¬ 
noying for us all if we work flat out for no real pur¬ 
pose, particularly if cards are called off very late when 
there was no real chance it was going ahead." 

Buckler has yet to decide which of his horses will 
be running, but expects entries at Wincanton and 
Fontwell, weather permitting.

(27th) for the visit of Chard Town, 
and three points. 

"Obviously the money would 
help the club financially, but three 
points would boost the team and 
club as we go into the New Year 
looking to maintain the pressure 
on the top of the league." 

Asked about a New Year's reso¬ 
lution, Trevor was adamant: "For 
the club to try and work closer 
with referees!" 

Bridport Football Club have a 
poor disciplinary record this sea¬ 
son, a typical example being 
when four players were booked 
and one sent off in the Dorset 
Senior Trophy game against 


Kingston Lacy which they won 7- 
0 ! 

"Our disciplinary record is poor 
across the three teams and we 
need to do something about it. 

It is costing the club a lot of 
money and we are losing players 
through suspensions which are 
hampering our selection possibil¬ 
ities. 

"We need to work with the ref¬ 
erees rather than oppose them; 
five cautions in a match you win 
7-0 is ridiculous. 

You can't take the competitive 
nature out of people, and nor do 
you want to on the field, but the 
players need to show some re¬ 
straint. 

"Each caution costs the club £10 
a and a sending off £50 in county 
FA'administration'costs, money a 
club like Bridport can ill afford to 
lose. 

"The money the club pay out 
could be used on something dif¬ 
ferent such as more kit, transport 
or a whole host of things. 

"The club have been looking at 
the situation closely over the past 
month or so, and the managers 
have been asked to relay their 
thoughts to the players. 

But at the end of the day it is 
down to the players to control 
their feelings."

Ainslie back to winning ways 


TRIPLE Olympic sailing champion Ben 
Ainslie saw a return to winning ways 
on Saturday, claiming one of Skandia 
Team GBR's three gold medals at the 
opening event of the 2010-11 ISAF 
Sailing World Cup series in Mel¬ 
bourne. 

Ainslie's victory came amid a British 
clean sweep of the podium spots in 
the Finn class where he was joined by 
World Champion Ed Wright, who took 
silver, and Giles Scott in bronze posi¬ 
tion. 

With the help of three wins in the 
nine-race qualifying series, the 33- 
year-old Ainslie, who is a director of 
the Weymouth and Portland National 
Sailing Academy, went into Saturday's 
double-points scoring medal race 
with a six point lead over Giles Scott, 
the World Championship bronze 
medallist and winner of summer's 
Skandia Sail for Gold World Cup event 


at Weymouth and Portland last sum¬ 
mer. 

Ed Wright was just one point behind 
Scott in third heading in to the final 
race. "Ed was going right and Giles 
was going left. I went with Giles," re¬ 
called Ainslie of his medal race tactics. 

"It (the wind) was slowly clocking 
left but there was a big right hand 
shift which lifted Ed." 

Wright took advantage of the condi¬ 
tions to finish the medal race in sec¬ 
ond, which boosted him into second 
place overall, while Scott finished the 
medal race in third with a fourth place 
enough to hand Ainslie gold - his first 
since his return to Finn class racing 
this year. 

Andrew Mills was Skandia Team 
GBR's fourth contender in the Finn 
medal race, finishing his regatta in 
eighth place.
